THEIR TERRIBLE 
MISTAKE, 


Spanish Soldiers by Mistake Fight 


Each Other in a Thicket with 


Terrible Results.

HAVANA, March 24.—Another terrible 


mistake of the Spanish troops has resulted 
in a severe loss of life and many wounded. 
According to meager details two columns 
or Spanish soldiers under General Godoy 
and Colonel Holgum at Santa Rasa plan- 
tation, province of Santa Clara, mistook 
each other for insurgents owing to the 
density of the cane. 


Shots were exchanged and in ten min- 


utes seventeen were killed. The dead in- 
cluded Lieutenant Colonel Gnenmoyer of 
of Naves Batallion. Five officers and 24 
soldiers were wounded. Two ot these 


have later died. Six are mortally and 32 
seriously injured. 


Colonel Gnenmoyer died leading his 


troops and shouting "Long live Spain." 


Owing to the fact that the fatal mistake 


occurred at midday explanations are con- 
sidered unsatisfactory, and a court mar- 
tial will lollow.

WASHINGTON, March 24.—The Interest 


in the Cuban resolutions was unabated 
in the senate to-day and tbe galleries 
were crowded, as it was expected that 
Senator Mills' resolution proposing to 
use the army and navy to support the 
Cuban people till they can establish a 
government, would bring on a lively de- 
bate. 


After the passage of several minor bills 


a resolution was adopted that the pres- 
ident transmit the correspondence since 
1875 concerning the pacification of the 
Cuban conflict at that time. Then Senator 
Mills was recognized and took the floor to 
support his yesterday's resolution. 


He said that Cuba had greater claims on 


the United States than mere recognition 
of belligerency. If Ireland struck for lib- 
erty, the hearts of Americans would beat 
in sympathy; the same was true of Poland 
and Hungary's cause. Cuba had closer 
relations to us than Poland, Hungary or 
Ireland. Cuba in the western hemisphere 
is under the influence of the Ilonroe doc- 
trine. The Monroe doctrine was a law of 
protection and as such God is its author. 


He read report of the atrocities attrib- 


uted to Weyler, eloquently saying, "Wey- 
ler would not be in Cuba today if the 
United States drew her sword. 
How the 


cheeks of American must suffuse with 
blushes, how children even must blush 
for this government yet idle while Spain 
with her dungeon keys dangling by her 


; side permits the atrocious villian Weyler 


j to raise his hand against defenseless

Tne Lawrence Block the Scene or the 


Fire, 
Origin of the Blaze Unknown- 


Damage to Buildings and Furniture 


Covered fcy Insurance. 


The flre department was called out this 


morning at S.30 o'clock by an alarm from 
box 8, corner of Ashland and Chestnut 
streets. 
A fire was discovered in the at- 


tic of tbe tenement in tbe Lawrence block 
on Ashland street, which is occupied by 
George E. Patton. 


The lire had ma le considerable head- 


way before it was discovered and when 
tho department arrived the attics of Mr. 
Patton's tenement house and of the ad- 
joining tenement, occupied by George 
Washburne, were all in flames. The lire- 
men quickly had three streams of water 
pouring into the top of the bulking and 
by well directed efforts the flre was pre- 
vented from connecting to the 
other 


attics in the block, which are separated 
only by wooden partitions. In less than 
half an hour the flre was under control. 
A quantity of Mr. Patton's and Mr. Wash- 
burne's furniture was taken out, but not 
before most of it had been more or less 
soaked with water which ran through the 
floor. Thu lire was discovered by S. S. 
Mather who has a room at Mr. Patton's. 
It is beleived that tbe Arc originated in a j 
dark room in the attic used for develop- , 
ing pictures by Howard Patten. 
The j 


boy had been in the room early this morn- 
ing but claims lighted no lamp. 


The building was damaged by fire and 


water to the extent of about fSOO, covered 
by insurance through the agency of G. K. 
Tucker. Mr. Pitton's loss will probably 
not exceed §500 and is covered by insur- 
ance through the agency of C. Cesana. 
The loss sustained by Mr. Washburne will 
amount to about ?200and is covered by 
insurance through the agency of H. A. 
Gallup. The other residents in the block 
are Professor Mietzke and A. K- Smith. 
Preperations were made to vacate if 
ntcessary, but the fire was confined to the 
lower end of the building. In Mr. Patton's 
attic was stored a quantity of sbeet music 
and musical instruments, several bicycles, 
considerable bedding and summer cloth- 
ing. The entire contents were destroyed 
by fire and water. In Mr. Washburne's 
attic were stored several trunks lull of 
summer clothing which were partially 
burned.

ofDdlmam'co and Livermore! And tho 
battles we fot.? 't. I remember that Tip- 
pecp.noe was ouv liivorite. Tbe woodsand 
our isolation probably suggested it. My 
brother was always (jetic^al Ilairison. I 
don't remember now as lie evei consulted 
to my being allowed to assume the rolo of 
General Harrison, but as Tecuinsh I ex- 
celled, and I recollect that on one occa- 
sion, at least, tradition and history were 
revcrfed, and that doughty <;eiierai \v;i; 
besieged between two larjic cask*; used for 
stoiing sap. They were close to tho liic 
which hid melted the snow in their im- 
mediate vicinity, and this pre\ented him 
from getting a supply of ammunition.

facility so great to sift out worthless chaff 
in the line of motions that it may betroth- 
fully said that no one has been his super- 
ior in rushing through the weighty mass 
of our town's business. 


Much talking in recent years about 


needed things has amounted to nothing, 
but yesterday, with but few 
words 


mighty things were proposed 
for the 


welfare of our growing town. 


At about ten o'clock the first votes were 


cast and the voting was Irvely during the 
dav. There were eight counters, four 
each at two tables. They were Wallace 
Orton, W. A. Sanford, E. C. Clark, Mich- 
ael Kelly, N. H. Sanford, P. A. Smedley, 
Abncr Towne and M. J. 
Flemming. 


They soon began counting and kept 
steadily on until 7 p.m., when the meet- 
ing was dissolved. The checkers were 
S. J. Uellogg, Eugene Prindle, A. G. Lind- 
]ey, and James E. Donavan; inspectors, 
Fred Mather and M. T. Danaher; checker 
at ballot box, T. K. McLaughlin; operator 
of ballot box, C. L. Whitney; offiicers in 
charge, Thomas 
Dunfrey and Joseph 


Richards. 


At about 1.45 p. m. the ballot box was 


turned. It was about 1 p. m. when the 
business part of the meeting commenced. 


Quite a discussion was had about buying 


a stone crusher. A. E. Hall made a mo- 
tion for purchase of stone crusher, and 
after short speeches by G. P. Carpenter, 
W. E. Hoyt and S. A. Hickox about the 
best rock and special stone to be crushed, 
the motion to buy a crusher was carried, 
with a suggestion to investigate rock ma- 
terial. 


G. B. Waterman then desired the town 


to appropriate about $500 to make South- 
worth avenue fairly passable. John B. 
Gale rather objected to this appropriation 
as it would naturally come under the head 
of special appropriations, 
and it was 


against the policy of the town to settle 
those special grants in regular town meet- 
Ing. 
He also thought the town should 


not be too ready to put money on roads so 
recently private, as it rather encouraged 
land speculation at the town's expense. 
Mr. Waterman, as spokesman for the resi- 
dents on the avenue, did not gain the 
amount desired. 


After considerable talk advocating per. 


raanent roads, and the abandoning at 
once the patch-up policy, and some ad- 
mirable facts on the financial and econ- 
omical side of the question by Dr. Lloyd, 
who insisted on $5000 being raised for 
road, it was decided finally by the town 
to raise and appropriate fSOOO for roads 
for 1896. 


It was moved to pay Samuel Stark-

for lighting Depot street, ?!)5; for Memo- 
rial day, $100; for enforcement of laws, 
the selectmen to have charge, $500; to set- 
tle Basquet case, $1503. 


There came a discussion on a subject 


talked about, but not decided hitherto, 
the employing of aschool superintendent. 
Dr. Baseom clearly proved in an able 
speech that the $1200 for a superintendent 
would b« money saved to the town by 
giving it belter schools. He said that the 
school committee could not give sufficient 
time to their duties and they especially 
desired a superintendent. With no oppo- 
sition the motion to employ a school 
superintendent at f 1200 salary was carried, 
if the school committee deem it expedient, 
or in other words, the school committee 
are expected to hire a superintendent but 
are not compelled so to do.

Morse, G. B. Waterman, G. P. Carpenter 
and others, all in favor of joining the 
Fitchburg railroad and state in abolishing 
the Moody bridge crossing. It was a plain 
duty to finish this business, as $1100 had j 
already been spent by the town for plans, 
engineering, etc., and nothing coold be 
gained by delay.

Work of the Convention.

•nd aftei the address of senator Cor- 
nelius K. i'arsons, us temporary chair- 
man, and the appointment of commit- 
tees, a recess will be taken, probably 
until 8 p. ui. At the evening session, 
after the report of the committee on 
contested seats, the permanent organi- 
zation «ill be effected, witli congress- 
man George It. South wick as chairman. 
His address will be followed by the re- 
port of tlie committ-je on resolutions, 
after which the delug-ites-at-large to 
the national convention and their al- 
ternates w ill be chosen and the presi- 
dential electors will be nominated. 
The business of the convention will oc- 
cupy but a- small part of the evening, 
but after it is concluded the conven- 
tion will be resolved into a ratification 
meeting, and the enthusiasm for Mor- 
ton will be given fnll vent.

Oat of Dullness. 


New York, March 24.—Although the 


Raines liquor tax measure is now a law 
the strongest fight, it is claimed, la yet 
to bo made by the brewers andj saloon 
keepers throughout the state assisted 
by tumls from people interested in tne 
liquor traffic in neighboring states 
a<r.iinst its enforcement. 
The fight, 


of course, must now be carried on In 
the courts, but nothing can be done 
until after the officials have begun to 
enforce the law. 
As proceedings of 


this kind are tedious and slow in action 
the smaller saloonkeepers, whom the 
law is intended to wipe out, cannot 
hope to benefit from any favorable de- 
cision to the liquor interests in the pro- 
posed proceedings as their places will 
be pone and many of them forced into 
otli»r occupations before final decision 
oE tne courts is secured. 


Grounds of the Contests. 


Samuel Uutermver of the law firm ot 


Gupgenheimer, Unterrnyer & Marshall 
snid; "We have been retained by the 
State Brewers' and Malstera1 associa- 
tion and will proceed to fight the 
Ramos law on the ground of unconsti- 
tutionally. As soon as the law goes 
into effect we will get iip a test case to 
carry the matter before the courts. 
There are a number of points on which 
we propose to fight the law. We will 
contend that this is a tax in violation of 
section 21, article 3 ot the constitution, 
which provides that no state money 
shall be de\"oted tolocal purposes with- 
out a two-thirds vote of both houses of 
the legislature. We will argue that 
the money collected is state money and 
comes under tins head. We will also 
contend that the law is not a state 
law, but a collection of local laws and 
that it should have been sent to the lo- 
ciil mayors for approval. Again, wo 
r.-ill fight it on the want of uniformity 
in, the tax and also because the twenty- 
third and twenty-fourth wards are 
differently legislated for." 


Gov. Morton's Views on the Law. 


Albany, March 24.—Gov. Morton in, 


Approving the Raines liquor tax bill 
filed a long memorandum explaining 
his action. The statement opens with 
a review of the excise question in its 
present status and points out the bene- 
fits which it is expected will be derived 
from the enactment of the law. He 
does not suggest any supplemental leg- 
islation as was looked for and in this 
respect disappoints the expectations of 
a large number of persons, especially 
Germans, who thought that although 
the governor would sign the bill, he 
would recommend that a second excise 
bill should be passed which would pro- 
vide for an ale and beer license at a 
reduced rate of taxation. 


"An Experiment Worth Trying." 


The governor is sanguine of the 


effect which the bill will produce. Tie 
terms it "an experiment," but "one 
worth trying," and he believes if its 
provisions be carried out by "com- 
petent and faithful officers," the result 
will be such that "our people will not 
be likely to wish to return to the sys- 
tem of local supervision." He does not 
believe that the bill will reduce intem- 
perance to any great extent, but that 
in large cities it will lessen the number 
of saloons. 
He does not agree with 


those who call the bill a "high license" 
measure. The memorandum is thought 
to be one of the most important docu- 
ments that has issued from the execu- 
tive chamber since (Jov. Floner signed 
the Buffalo police bill in 1S'J3. 


ATE POISONED CANDY. 


Two Children nt Death's Door from Acute 


Gastritis—Another Very 111. 


Pawtucket, R. I., March 24.—Three 


sons of Joseph Gara, aged 7, 5 and 3, 
respectively, lie at death's door at 
their parents' residence on Richardson 
street, Central Falls, suffering from 
an attack of acute gastritis. Late yes- 
terday afternoon they were playing in 
the yard and soon after entering the 
house were taken suddenly ill. Dr. 
McNally arrived and found evidences 
of poison from candy which had either 
been given them or they had picked 
up, just how it was obtained being a 
mystery. The chil'dren are too ill to 
explain the details and while there are 
p ssible chances for the recovery of 
the oldest, the remaining two are con- 
sidered fatally poisoned.

He has 
written upwards of 2,000 songs, the 
most successful, "Kathleen Mavour- 
neen," having been translated into 
nearly a dozen languages, lie was 79 
years old.

THIRTEEN VICTIMS OF GAS EXPIOSIOH 


The Presence of Gas Detected Several 


Days Ago, Bat All Known Precau- 


tions Were at One* Taken T« 


Prevent a Disaster. 


Dubois, Pa., March 24.— Duboii ii 


to-day mourning over thja victims of 
yesterday's mine disaster, the first 
great acoident that has occurred In 
this neighborhood since mining be- 
came an industry of magnitude, fifteen 
yearn ago. In the humble homes of 
the dead men the weeping and wailing 
of widows and orphans strikes upon 
the ear with a mournful sound, but 
there is no complaint mada against the 
company, because, although the pres- 
ence of gas had been detected several 
days ago, all known precautions to 
prevent an explosion had been taken 
by the mine bogies. That more lives 
were not lost was solely due to the fact 
that the mine is a new one and in the 
early stages of its development, and 
for that reason there were no more 
men at work &t the time the gas ex- 
ploded. A corrected list of the dead Is 
as follows: James Graham, sr.; James 
Graham, jr., son of the former; John 
M'mroe, George Postlethwaite, Jesse 
Postlethwaite, Henry Harvey, George 
Harvey, Harry Smith, Liudsey F. 
Bradley, Andrew Mowak, David Bell, 
Reuben Noble and George Alnsley. All 
of the dead leave families except 
James Graham, jr. 
AH of the bodies 


have been recovered. 


Physicians Sum tnoned. 


As soon as the explosion occurred 


and before the extent of the disaster 
was known messengers were sent in 
town to summon all of the physicians 
who could be found. 
When the news 


reached Rochester mines, which are 
three miles from the shaft, the men 
working there rightly divined that the 
services of good, practical men would 
bo wanted under the ground, and 
about forty at once came out and 
started to the shaft. 
Conveyances 


were found for some and ?>thers went 
as far as they could in the street cars 
and walked the remainder of the way. 
Superintendent Reed of the Rochester 
mines followed, and as soon as he ar- 
rived at the shaft went below with, a 
cage full of his own men. 


A Thousand People at the Scene* 


The air was so bad below that the 


men who went down in gangs of about 
ten could not stay long at a time, but 
the opening seemed to clear up later on 
and better progress in getting at the 
extent of the disaster was made. About 
a thousand people were at the scene 
in an hour, including many of the 
friends of those underground, but as 
far as possible the reports were kept 
from the families of those who were 
dead until the bodies could be recov- 
ered. Seventeen men went down tlvj 
shaft at 7 o'clock in the morning, thir- 
teen going into a heading north of the 
shaft, and the other four in the oppo- 
site direction, and the latter, with the 
mine boss, were the only ones to escape j 
the terrific shock. 


Ban Into a Body of Gas. 


The four men were half a mile away 


from the shaft, and shortly after 9 
o'clock they felt what they believed 
was the shock following an explosion 
of gas. Immediately after Mine Boss 
Harvey came running toward them 
and directed them to hurry to the foot 
of the shaft. When they came to the 
shaft they ran into a body of gas and 
knew that there had been an explosion. 
Their first effort was to put up some 
brattices which had been blown off by 
the explosion, hoping that it might 
possibly have the effect of turning an 
air current to their comrades in t«ie 
other parts of the mine, but before 
they had accomplished much they were 
being overcome by the gas and had to 
be taken up in the cage, one of them 
being in a very serious condition him- 
self 
Then it was that the new* 


reached the outside world.

24.—Senator 


Mills, dem., Tex., who introduced in 
the senate yesterday the joint resolu- 
tion which, if passed, IB almost certain 
to produce war with Spain, is to-day 
speaking on^he subject. The resolu- 
tion directs the president of the United 
States to request the government of 
Spain to grant to the people of Cuba 
the power of local self-government 
and (iu case the government of Spain 
shall refuse) to take possession of the 
island of Cuba and to hold it until its 
inhabitants can institute such govern- 
ment as they may wish, to organize, 
and arm and equip such military forces 
as may he necessary to protect them 
from invasion. This is looked upon by 
many senators as a practical declara- 
tion of war, and it is not believed pos- 
sible that the resolution can be passed. 
Senator Mills was led to introduce his 
resolution by the delay on the concur- 
rent resolutions, and the fact that they 
were again sent to the same conference 
committed forced him, he says, to in- 
troduce the more radical measure. Tho 
senate conference committee is com- 
posed of Senators ISherinuu, rep., O.; 
Morgan, rtein., Ala., and Lodge, rep., 
Mass. Senator Platt, rep., Conn., in- 
troduced a concurrent resolution ex- 
pressing the earnest hope of the senate 
that Cuba may noon become a, free, in- 
dependent aud republican government, 
aud requests that the friendly offices 
of the United States shall be offered 
by the president to the Spanish govern- 
ment to secure such result. 
It was 


referred to the committee on foreign 
relations. 


Senator Hale'g Opinion. 


Senator Hale, leader of the Cuban 


opposition, said this morning that he 
did not believe the conferees could 
agree upon a report that would be sat- 
isfactory to both houses. lie rather 
looked upon the Cuban matter as final- 
ly disposed of, aud said that it would 
probably now be left where it should 
have been left at the start, with the 
president. This course would, Mr. 
Hale added, subserve the public good.

wounded, with them. Ruthven eseapoil 
from the rear of the hou.-,e through a 
vacant lot and ran away.
